Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 



A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on May 29, 2003 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment filed on January 20, 2004, has been entered and made of record. 
In view of the amendment, applicant's arguments with respect to cited references have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
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do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 19, 22, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Smith et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,463,462). 

Regarding claim 19, Smith et al. discloses an image data transmitting apparatus 
comprising: 

a file converter configured to convert image data into a plurality of file formats, the data 
of each file format including all of the image data; a memory configured to store an e-mail 
address of recipient and an address of a server corresponding to the e-mail address of the 
recipient; a transmitter configured to determine the server corresponding to the recipient when 
e-mail address of the recipient is input, to transmit to the server the data in the plurality of file 
formats and to transmit to the recipient, by e-mail, the address of the server in which the data in 
the plurality of file formats corresponding to the image data is stored (abstract, col. 6, lines 41-60 
and claims 1 and 9). 

Regarding claims 22, 24 and 25 arguments analogous to those presented for claim 19 are 
applicable to claims 22, 24 and 25. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Smith et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,463,462). 

Regarding claim 20, plurality types of file formats comprising a JPEG file, a tiff file or a 
bit map file are well known and routinely utilized in the art (Official Notice). Therefore it would 
have been obvious to a person of an ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
include this feature in Smith's automated system. 

Claims 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smith et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,463,462) and in view of Bobo, II. (U.S. Patent No. 5,675,507). 

Regarding claim 21, Smith et al. does not explicitly disclose the apparatus according to 
claim 19, wherein a file converter coverts image data in units of a page. Bobo discloses such an 
apparatus (col. 11, lines 1 1-23). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of an ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine Bobo's apparatus with that of 
Smith et al., because this addition would enhance the design. 

Regarding claim 23, the arguments analogous to those presented for claim 21 are 
applicable to claim 23.
